TROLLEY UNDER THE EAST RIVER. 


Scheme te Connect Brooklyn and New 
Yerk Surface Lines. 

New York, Oct. 20.—Counsel for the New 
York and Brooklyn Bridge company ap- 
peared before the Brooklyn Board of Alder- 
men to ask that body for permission for the 
construction of a tunnel to connect the trol- 
ley street railway systém of Brooklyn with 
the cable lines of New York. 

The project contemplates two tracks in 
two tunnel tubes. These will be 8,700 feet 
long, and the dimensions of the two tunnels 
together will in width be forty-five feet. 
The height all the way through will be twen- 
ty-eight feet, and the grade at either end 
will not be more than 4 per cent. 

The tunnel will come to the surface at 
Ann street and Park row, New York, and 
the junction of Willoughby, Adams, and Ful- 
ton streets, near the City Hall, Brooklyn. 

The engineers say that the tunnel, on the 
plan outlined, can be constructed within a 
comparatively short time. 

The capital stock of the company is fixed 
at $5,000,000, and it is. proposed to issue 
$6,000,000 of bonds.

Rambusch was éngaged in banking and the 
abstract business. He disappeared on Oct.

He was a leader in the church, in the social 
world of Juneau, and in politics, and was 
wholly trusted, yet for twenty years he car- 
ried on his d@windling operations, It is 
thought he began his fraudulent work in 
1876. But from 1877 on there is a succes- 
sion of false mortgages, forgeries, fictitious 
deeds, mutilations of records, and embezzle- 
ments against him of appalling length. 

He was a man who had the faculty of com- 
manding the respect and confidence of all 
who came in contact with him. His word 
was thought to be his bond. His whole life, 
in the opinion of his family, his friends, and 
his neighbors, wassuch as to make it possible 
for him to continue in his. course.of crime 
so long undetected. 

Rambusch began business as a real estate 
agent twenty years ago in Juneau. He and 
his partner bought. out Judge Lewis’ ab- 
stract cffice. In October, 1877, the building 
in which the Dodge County real estate rec- 
ords were kept was burned and the records 
destroyed. It was charged the fire was in- 
cendiary and Rambusch was suspected of 
the crime, but was never tried. 

After the fire, being the only one who 
could furnish an abstract of title to county 
lands, he made a contract with the county 
to make all its abstracts for twenty years, 
and this is still in force. 

Rambusch had duplicate keys to the new 
Court House and to every office. The records 
of the case of D. H. Behment, of whom he 


was the guardian, were missing when he dis- 


appeared, and it was presumed they were 
stolen by him. The tract index in the Reg- 
ister of Deeds! office is filled with erasures 
believed to have been his work. 

Rambusch was especially active in politics. 
For sixteen years he had been Chairman of 
the Republican County committee. He 
bought the Mayville Pioneer and changed it 


to a Republican paper. 
The general opinion in Juneau is that he 


had saved most of the money gained by his 
frauds.

Four highwaymen made a bold haul in the 
office and barroom of the Hotel Schlesing 
Holstein, No. 28 Dearborn avenue, at 11:30 
o'clock last evening. After robbing the 
might clerk and a guest and then locking 
— up in the basement they looted the 

cash register behind the bar, which con- 
tained $20, and then made their escape. 
The office and barroom are located on the 
first floor of the hotel. 

Fred Mester, the night clerk, who is the 
son, of the proprietor of the hotel, and Will- 
fam End, a guest, were the only persons in 
the office when the robbers entered. They 
were the principal victims. 

Mester was sitting with-his face toward 
the front door, and End was reading, with 
his face toward the rear of the office. While 
the men were in this position the robbers 
entered.

IMMENSE CROWD GATHEKs To BEAR 
THE MAN FROM MAINE.

Joliet; III., Oct. 20.—[Special.J—Speaker 
Reed honored Joliet with his presence today, 
and Joliet responded by packing 15,000 of 
her citizens and visitors, almost without ex- 
ception men of voting age, into the Cook 
County Republican club tent. The city is 
gayly decorated in honor ef the visit, and the 
presence of so many visitors was taken ad- 
vantage of tonight by the local Republican 
managers and a monster parade was held 
through the principal streets of the city. 
The people of Joliet believe like Mr. Reed 
that prosperity will return when the silly 
season is ended with the election of Willlam 
McKinley. It has been announced the works 
of the Illinois Steel company will be reopened 
on Nov. 4.

Addresses an Enthusiastic Crowd. 


On being introduced Mr. Reed removed 
his big felt hat, which he wore for protec- 
tion from the dampness of the tent. The 
applause was so great he was not allowed to 
proceed for fully five minutes. He spoke as 
follows: 

“ Fellow-Citizens: If you are going to give 
me my turn, having had yours, it will ba 
necessary for all of you to listen closely, as 
my voice is in anything but good condition. 

The very first thing, in passing judgment 
on a modern question, is to get abreast of the 
times. There are people who think the 
problems of today can be solved on the facts 
and principles of fifty years ago. I am not 
one of those who so think. It is clear to my 
mind, the people of the United States must 
decide the issues of the present unly in ac- 
cordance with present conditions. 

The last 100 years was a period of tre- 
mendous progress, especially the last fifty 
years. The facts of fifty years ago have 
ceased to be facts today. This is nothing 
odd. There aiways has been, and always 
will be, change, until we are all gathered 
to a heavenly place. There is nothing more 
complicated than modern society. Ancient 
society was not nearly so complex. Why, 
when Adem was alone there were no com- 
plications at all. When Eve was added to 
the human family new adjustments were 
necessary flaughter], and with Cain and 
Abel new things had to be taken into ae 
count. [Laughter and.applause.] 

Nevertheless, the past is not to be dis- 
regarded. Our only guide in matters of con- 
duct and politics is the lamp of experiente. 

Two or three hundred years ago there 
was absolutely nothing to be considered in 
this world’ except my Lord and my 
Lady and their fretainers. If there 
were any manufacturés, they wee 
solely for their benefit. After a while there 
grew up in England what came to be known 
as the great-middle class. Political economy 
in England is founded on the relation of that 
class to trade and industry. 


Everything Depefds on the Workers. 


We have developed a new situation in the 
United States, and to a lesser extent in some 
continental States. The distribution of 
wealth is such that the nobility and middle 
class no longer furnish the market for the 
products of the mills. The real market and 
the real engine of force in industrial life are 
the salaried and wage-earning classes. We 
may as well recognize this fact and adapt 
ourselves to it. The people that keep the 
mills open and the railroads running are 
those who work for wages or salaries fixed 
by law or custom and the conditions of trade. 
They are 70 per cent of the people of the 
country. 

Whatever, therefore, lessens salaries and 
wages lessens the market for the products of 
the labor of the country. Now, you can 
lower the great fund for the purchase of 
manufactures in two ways. You can give 
smaller salaries and wages or you can lessen 
the compensation of wage-earners and sal- 
aried men by sweating . dollar of a part 
of its value. If there must be a reduction, I 
for one prefer that it shall be done openly 
and abovg board, so that I may havea chance 
to object. 

Let us appeal to history—nof the history 
of Mexico, China, or Japan, but of the 
United States of America. Our opponents 
in this contest demand a depreciated and de- 
preciating currency. I judge this audience 
is composed largely of those who depend for 
their, livings upon wages and salaries. I 
shall address you from this point of view. 

Now, we had a depreciated and deprectat- 
ing currency in this cquntry within the mem- 
ory of at least one-third of this vast andi- 
ence. Our money was constantly depreciat- 
ing for a number of years after 1862. Let us 
inquire what effect this had on the wage 
fund and the purchasing power of the people 
of the country. 

Effect of Depreciated Currency. 


Every merchant and trader knew of the 
depreciation and every one of them kept 
marking up the prices of the goods they 
sold to keep pace with it. Groceries, dry 
goods, hardware, and similar agticles went 
up 132 per cent on an average, while wages 
went up only 46 per cent. In other words, 
the wage-«earner was 36 per cent behind the 
depreciation of his money and he did not 
know it for the most part. He knew prices 
were high, but did not understand why. It 
was not until 1869 that wages and prices 
under the depreciation once more balanced. 
If there is any one here who can dispute 
this fact I should be glad to hear from him. 
I am not only going to treat it as a fact 
beyond dispute, but to show you why it had 
to be a fact. The differences between a 
day's labor and a barrel of flour are con- 
siderable. The flour will keep and the day’s 
labor will not. [Applause and laughter.) 

If 1 have a barrel of flour and can not 
get the price I think it is worth today, 
why I can keep it until another day: but {? 
I cannot agree with my employer about the 
value of my services today my day’s labor 
is lost. It at least cannot be saved nor 
recovered. If a merchant cannot find a 
market for his flour in Joliet he can ship 
it somewhere else. On the other hand if 
I've got a day's labor in Joliet I’ve got to 
sell it there, because while I'm getting 
somewhere else and argu the matter 
with some other boss the day’s labor is 
gone.

But as soon as he begins 
to want & white shirt I want him to have it;

Free Silver the Soldiers’ Kuemy. 


First, consider the veterans of the Union 
army.

All the rest 
is placed in bonds and mortgages which 
could under free coinage of silver be paid 
off at 50 cents on the dollar. Then fathers 
of families will find all their economy has 
been in vain and their wives and children 
secure only one-half the protection they 
have paid for. Nor can any one prevent 
this. The trustees of these funds cannot 
pay out any money except the kind they re- 
ceive. 

Insured Everywhere Will Suffer. 


“Then how about fire insurance? If our 
opponents succeed in their endeavors, you 
will find the additional two stories that have 
been added by inflation to your homes will 
stick out through your fire insurance policies 
and be unprotected. Your house will be 
worth $4,000 under the new currency but 
your policy will call for only $2,000. 

How about the railroads? O, they say 
railroads are corporations and they have no 
souls. Perhaps not, but the trainmen have, 
and the passengers have, and those for whom 
the *railroads haul freight souls and 
bodies, too, that need to cared for. The 
railroads cannot raise rates. They have 
been reducing rates twenty years. They will 
have to reduce operating expenses by dis- 
charging some of their employés and lessen- 
ing the wages of the remainder. The em- 
ployés and the public will have to divide the 
loss between them. I might invite your at- 
tention to twenty other branches of business 
in which free coinage of silver would pro- 
duce the same disastrous results. In fact 
it would be hard to mention any industry or 
branch of trade that would not be adversely 
affected. 

It is a mistake to suppose the debt bear- 
ing classes are as a rule the poor. Those 
who borrow most are often the richest. The 
manufacturer who sells on credit must bor- 
row to operate at the greatest advantage. 

What is the difference between prosper- 
ity and hard times anyhow? Think back to 


then was one of supreme confidence on the 
part of all the people.

Knights of the Golden Circle district and 
at every station found crowds of earnest 
Republicans, whose cheers quickly drowned 
the several futile attempts on the part of 


the handful ef Popocrats who had been sent 


to the stations to shout for Bryan. 

In all fourteen speeches were made to 
probably 30,000 people. Between Indian- 
apolis and Evansville the issues of the cam- 
paign have been fought out with more bit- 
terness than for many years. Clashes dur- 


Ing the rallies have been frequent and the 


managers of Mr, Harrison's trip had ex- 
pected very little sympathy at some places. 
At almost every point the very opposite was 
the case. 


Crowds Are Patrictic. 

While the question of sound money was 
generously applauded, Mr. Harrison soon 
found the patriotic spirit of the crowds more 
quickly responded to remarks on the An- 
archistic features of the Chicago platform. 
The main speech of the day was delivered at 
Princeton this afternoon to a crowd of at 
least 7,000. The people were at times wildly 
demonstrative, and indicated anything but 
the discontent and turbulent feeling which 
the Popocrats had declared would be found 
in old Gibson County. 

At Vincennes there wat no sign of free 
silver le. N th 9 aes et Seon 
delegations thro the place. crow 
of 10,000 or more was met here. At tho little 
Town of Worthington there was a remark- 
able demonstration. Delegations were deco- 
‘rated with the gold colors and a parade in 
honor of the ex-President’s visit contained 
fully 2,000 people, a perfect jam for that 
village. 

‘The special train left Indianapolis at 9 
o’clock this morning, and before it had 

ed the city limits was stopped by sev- 
eral hundred og 24 at the belt crossing and 
a speech had to made. 

At Martinsville the crowd was not what 
was expected, and a series of cheers for 
Bryan greeted Gen. Harrison when the 
train stopped. The Republicans rallied, 
however, and the speaker had respectful 
attention. 

Speaks at Mooresvilic. 


The first scheduled stop was Mooresville. 
Here a . 7 erowd had congregated. The 
ex- President was cheered as he appeared on 
the platform. He said in part: 

“For the last 1 of a century the 
Democrats of Indinan have been talking in 
favor of cheapness.

When anything is so cheap 
that the man who raises it or makes if does 
not get a fair living out of it it is too cheap 
and nobody ought to want that kind of 
thing. 

Now you will notice an entire change in 
the Democratic campaign this year.

Talks to 3,000 at Martinsville. 


At Martinsville Gen. Harrison spoke from 
the stand which had been erected near the 
railroad. About 8,000 people listened at- 
tentively and eagerly. e confined himseif 
chiefly to a description of that part of the 
Chicago platform relating to the use of Fed- 
eral troops in the State. 

„Mr. Bryan has indorsed that platform,” 
said the speaker. “It is his pledge to the 
people of the United States that if he is 
elected President, and Gov. Altgeld is elect- 
ed Governor of Lilinols, and a like mob should 
stop our mail and inter-State commerce 
trains, not to exercise the power and au- 
thority of the United States.“ 

At Spencer there was a great demonstra- 
tion when Gen. Harrison here discussed the 
powers of the Federal courts, and his re- 
marks were enthusiastically cheered. 

At Worthington he spoke for thirty min- 
utes, confining himself.to a discussion of the 
silver question. 

At Edwardsport he spoke briefly. At 
Bushrod he addressed several hundred min- 
ers, who had gathered. At Vincennes the 
silver question was again the topic. Re- 
ferring to Mr. Bryan's declaration that we 
* have bimetallism with free coinage, he 
said: . ; 

“I say we cannot. This government is a 
great and strong government, but it can- 
not fix the value of everything. If you 
want to know what anythi is worth you 
must go to the market to find out. The

Bryan Contradicts Himself. 

“Mr. Bryan has said that he has never. 
said ansthing to indicate that he would not 
enforce the laws.

Toledo, O., Oct. 20.—The epecial train bear- 
ing the five Generals passed through Toledo 
at 6 o’clock this morning over the Lake 
Shore. The party left Cleveland at midnight 
after a hard day’s work. When Toledo was 
reached they did not feel like holding a 
meeting before breakfast, contequently 
there was no demonstration at the depot.

PUSHING THE MISSOURI CAMPAIGN, 


Republicans Plan to Swing the State 
for McKinley. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—The re- 
turn of R. C. Kerens to look After the cam- 
paign in Missouri does not portend the turn- 
ing down of Filley or any one else by the 
National committee, as the sensationalists 
seem determined to have it. All it means is 
that more vigor is to be put into the cam- 
paign in the closing days. 

There is no question.but that Missouri 
is a doubtful State, with an excellent chance 
for Republican success.

Steubenville, O., Oct. 20.—The trig his 
morning for Candidate William J. Bryan 
through the Ohio Valley district along the 
banks of the Ohio has been one punctuated 
here and there with eheers for his opponent, 
and sandwiched in the crowds were many 
badges of that color which indicated that 
the wearers were not so friendly to the 
white metal as they could have been. 

There were five stops before this place 
was reached, and at three of them the candi- 
date addressed the crowd from the rear of 
the car. There was a good crowd at Bellaire 
and it was an enthusiastic one. Mr. Bryan 
addressed them for fifteen minutes and told 
them that the free coinage of silver would 
be a benefit to the farmers, the laboring 
man, and the business-man. 

At Bridgeport the wearers of the yellow 
badges were numerous, but the shouters for 
the triple nominee were strong enough to 
drown the cheers for the Republican candi- 
date. Mr. Bryan spoke to the crowd of 
some hundreds for three minutes, telling 
them that the fundamental principle which. 
underlies the financial question was the 
quantity and not the quality of money. He 
asked them to study the question and then 
vote as their consciences dietated He was 
cheered and applauded and for the most 
part the crowd appeared to be in sympathy 
with his remarks. 

Martin’s Ferry turned out a crowd which 
was to a good extent hostile to the views of 
the candidate. There were gold badges 
worn by a large portion of his audience, and 
cheers for McKinley alternated with cheers 
for Bryan. Noticing the yellow badges, Mr. 
Bryan said that in this country anybody 
could take the gold cure who wanted to, 
and told the story about the Nebraska 
woman who said her brother was a gold 
man without any gold. This pleased the sil- 
verites and they applauded vigorously, and 
as soon as their applause would die away 
there would be cheers for Mr. Bryan’s op- 
ponent. 
His Pension Record. 

Steubenville was visited yesterday by the 
Union Generals’ car and one of the speakers 
attacked the pension record of Mr. Bryan. 
When the nominee arrived there he answered 
the statements made by saying he was a 
better friend of the soldier than those who 


wished to submit the financial policy of 


this Nation to the dictation of foreign pow- 
ers. 

Here Mr. Bryan was interrupted by dis- 
turbances created by several young men on 
the outskirts of the crowd. He said: 

My friends, I am surprised at this inter- 
ruption. You show me a man that believes 
in a gold standard and I will show you a man 
who is afra!td of public discussion because 
the gold standard dare not meet public dis- 
cussion. We are leaving those who accuse 
us of being Anarchists to interfere with pub- 
lic meetings and to prevent discussion of an 
issue that concerns every man, woman, and 
child in the United States.“ Referring to the 
pension question he said: Before entering 
upon the discussion of any question I want to 
ask you not to take the word of Republican 
advocates of the gold standard, or ex-Demo- 
cratic advocates of the gold standard for 
my record upon the soldier question. I was 
in Congress four years and I want you to 
read the Congressional records. You will 
not find in that record a sing evidence of 
hostility to those who, having served their 
country thirty years ago, are ready to save 
it from foreign domination now. Thereis no 
reason why a soldier who believes with us 
on the paramount issues of the campaign 
should not act with us.“ 

Several hundred people listened to the 
nominee at Toronto. There was more en- 
thusiasm here than at any other place of the 
morning, taking into consideration the size 
of the crowd. They cheered the speaker and 
shouted their approval when he said the gold 
standard advocates resort to ambiguous 
phrases and speak of sound money instead 
of telling what they mean by sound money.

BRYAN’S PAY FOR SILVER SPEECHES, 


While Not Hired by Mine-Owners, They 
Foot the Bills. 


New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.}—When the 
American Bimetallic (silver) League, com- 
posed of silver mine-owners and others in- 
terested in the free coinage of silver, was 
formed in Washington, last January, a def- 
inite program was laid out for the silver 
campaign of the present year. Members of 
the league subsidized newspapers, hired halls 
for public meetings, and employed speakers. 
Mr. Bryan, then editor of the Omaha World- 
Herald, was glad to obtain engagements to 
speak on free silver at $100 a night and pay 
his own traveling expenses. The silver 
league, or some individual silver magnate, 
usually paid for the hall, so no charge of ad- 
mission was made, the purpose of the mine- 
owners being solely to work up sentiment in 
favor of free silver. 

Mr. Bryan, in the introduction to the 
speech which he delivered at Phoenix, Ariz., 
last February, said he had come to Arizona 
under the auspices of the Bimetallic League. 

Six men who heard the speech—Frank W. 
Rickenbaugh, F. S. Belcher, T. P. Parsons, 
H. E. Heighton, A. J. Edwards, and W. J. 
Cotton—have made sworn affidavits that he 
made such statements in Cheyenne, Wyo.

crats, while the fusion party is not only made 
up of several old parties, but by resolution 
abandoned the Democratic vignette and 
adopted the name ‘‘ Democratic People’s- 
Union Silver Party.” 

The court’s ruling will apply to all but two 
counties, Mackinac and Presque Isle, in 
which the’ Prohibitionists will have first 
place and the Republicans second. In all 
counties the sound money Democrat ticket 
will have third place and the fusionist last. 

Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 20.—[{Special.]—Argu- 
ment on behalf of the sound money Demo- 
crats for a place on the official ballot was 
begun today in the Supreme Court, the con- 
tention being that the court was without 
jurisdiction and that the decision of the 
Secretary of State wasfinal.

FUSION FAILS IN GEORGIA 


POPULIST PROGRAM INDIGNANTLY 
REJECTED BY DEMOCRATS. 
$ * 
Acrimonious Resolutions on Both Sides 
~Chairman Jones’ Personal Kep- 
resentative Leads the Meeting 
Which Declines the Alliance—The 
Reason Is Declared to Be the D- 
position of the Populists to Igno 
Sewall. . 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 20.—Not since the State 
election, after which the contending forces 
rested on their oars, has there been such ac- 
tivity abéut Democratic and PFopulist head- 
quarters as was displayed from the early 
hours of this morning. 

Today marks the expiration of the five 
days’ period which the Populist State Cen- 
tral committee gave the Democrats in which 
to decide upon their proposition for a fusion 
of the Bryan and Watson ticket, made up 
of seven Democratic and six Populist Elect- 
ors. It was to decide on this proposition 
that the Democratic State Executive com- 
mittee and the’ Democratic Electors were 
summoned to meet at the party headquarters 
at noon today. ; 7 

At the same hour, a block away, the Popu- 
list State Central committee was assembled. 
Early in ihe morning a strong division de- 
veloped in the ranks of the Democrats over 
the fusion propositicn. The Georgia mem- 
ber of the National Democratic committee 
was present as Chairman Jones’ representa- 
tive/ to urge fusion and led the fight in its 
favor, while the opposition was headed by 
Gov. Atkinson and State Chairman Clay. 
Both committees went into secret session 
at 120’clock. The non- appearance of Thom- 
as E. Watson occasioned some surprise. He 
Was expected on the noon train from his 
home at Thomson, but did not make his ap- 
pearance then. Later it was learned that 
he would arrive at 5 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Democrats Scorch the Populists. 

The Democratic resolution refusing fusion 
is as follows: ‘ a 

Resolved, That the Populist committee, 
having made a proposition which complete- 
ly ignores fusion by eliminating entirely the 
candidacy of the Democratic nominee for 
Vice-President, Mr. Sewall, and has cut off 
the Democratic committee from further 
consideration of the question by fixing an 
arbitrary limit, which expires today, giving 
this committee no opportunity for consid- 
eration of a movement for proper fusion;

Identified Stick-Up Man a Type of the 
AKtigeld-Pardoned Convict—Foun- 
dry Robbers Arraigned. 


Henry Featherstone, who is held under 
$50,000 bonds to answer the charge of rob- 
bing the Western Foundry officiaiz, shoot- 
ing Frank Nyholt, a :;nilkman, and attempt- 
ing to rob Fred Peiffer, a saloonkeeper, is 
one of Gov.

McClaugfiry of 
the bureau. You know, some of those who 
are released get their ‘ fatal’ maladies that 
way. They eat soap and get a deathly pal- 
lor and then manufacture a hollow cough, 
and a week or two after they get pardoned 
out their health returns and they are ready 
for the old business.“ 

Featherstone’s main pal in the South 
Chicago bank robbery, Charles Mullen, was 
also pardoned out by Gov. Altgeld after a 
year and a half of service. 

Featherstone and the two Sharkeys were 
arraigned before Justice Eberhardt yes- 
terday morning at the Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion in connection with the foundry case 
upon charges of robbery, assault with in- 
tent to kill, and attempted robbery. The 
police were not ready for trial and had the 
case put over to Oct. Featherstone’s 
bond was fixed at $50,000, Felix Sharkey’s at

LAST OF THE BOY SUICIDE 


JIMMIE HUMPHREY’S REMAINS ARE 
BORNE TO THE TOMB. 


Death of the Erratic Lad Is as Strange 
as His Life—All Doubts That He 
Killed Himself Are Removed by the 
Discovery of the Tell-Tale Pistel 
Under His Body—The Child gear 
to Have Been the Victim of Hered- 


itary Evil. 


The body of Jimmie Humphrey, the 10- 
year-old suicide of Whiting, was buried yes- 
terday afternoon in the village cemetery. 

The investigation into the cause of his 
death, held yesterday morning by the Coro- 
ner, developed conclusively but one fact, 
and that was that Jimmie Humphrey was a 
helpless victim of inherited evil. Four years’ 
attempt to reform him, three of which were 
spent in the home of kind foster parents at 
Whiting, and one at the Home for the 
Friendless in Wabash avenue, left him mor- 
ally just where he had started in. 

The people of Whiting gazed curiously out 
of their windows yesterday afternoon as the 
funeral Gortége went by to the cemetery. 
There was no hearse. The body was car- 
ried in a rough pin box that lay in the bot- 
tom of an express wagon. behind the cof- 
fin, in a carriage, rode the toster father of the 
boy, John NMumphrey, and behind vimmie’s 
foster tather the Coroner in his carriage. in 
the little procession there was Dul Olle 
mourner, and that was Jimmie’s foster ta- 
ther. The toster mother was at home weep- 


ing. i 
Jimmie Humphrey’s body was found on 
Monday afternoon in a clump of high weeds 
only a few rods from his adopted home. 
Under the right shoulder lay a thirty-two 
caliber revolver with two chambers empty. 
‘the body nad iain-tnere for live Weeks. 

Three years ago Mr. and Mrs. John 
Humphrey took vimmoe and his sister Daisy 
from the Home tor the Friendiess in 
Wabash avenue. Jimmie was then but a 
mite of a boy, and his sister was only 6 
years old. Their father’s name was Mur- 
phy. Mr. and urs. Humphrey had no chil- 
dren of their own and they soon learned to 
love the two mites. The children were sent 
to the public school at Whiting, and after- 
ward to the Bear Lake School, when the 
foster parents moved there. Jimmie’s own 
mother lives in Twelfth street. 

The little sister, however, according to 
the neighbors and the foster parents, could 
not be corrected, and she Was returned to 
the home. Then Mr. and Mrs. Humphrey 
concentrated all their efforts on Jimmie. 

He grew rapidly in the three years at his 
adopted home, and became a thin-faced, pale 
lad, with a tendency for every bad habit. 
He would never associate with the other 
boys of the neighborhood, and in addition at 
10 years he was a cigaret fiend. 

During the last year he had become er- 
ratic. Often, when he was asked to do some 
little errand, he would run away. At times 
he was almost unmanageable. Last winter, 
in the midst. of a terrific snow-storm, he 
walked twenty miles to Chicago, and was 
found nearly frozen in a barn on the West 
Side. When he was found by the police he 
told them he had no home, that his mother 
had dropped dead from heart disease, and 
that he had been taught to steal for his 
living. 

During the last four months, whenever he 
was reprobed, he had talked of suicide. 

Jimmie also became a tippler. Frequently 
he would drink as many as ten glasses of 
beer in a day. When the chance presented 
he would become intoxicated. 

Yet all this time he was brighter than the 
average boy of his age. He cared nothing 
for books, but in the village school, when he 
tried to get his lessons, he showed remarka- 
ble aptitude. 

Jimmie’s foster father is a foreman at the 
Standard Oil works in Whiting. He is away 
all day and his wife is alone, and there is ai- 
ways a big revolver loaded in the sitting- 
room. The loaded revolver appeared to have 
a sort of fascination for Jimmie. But the 
foster parents did not believe that a 10-year- 
old boy would attempt suicide. They came 
to regard his talk of death as childish prat- 
tle. 
But one day—it was the 24th of September 
last—Jimmie ran away and did not come 
home again. The revolver was found to 
have disappeared too. Then the neighbor- 
hood was searched. Believing that the boy 
would return of his own: accord, Mr. and 
Mrs. Humphrey waited. 

Last Monday afternoon two Poles were 
picking mushrooms among some oak grubs 
near the home of Mr. Humphrey. One of 
them saw a strange object under the limbs 
of a fallen tree. He looked closer and saw 
the object was the body ofa boy. The face 
was unrecognizable. 

An alarm was given and Mrs. Humphrey 
was one of those who went to where the body 
was lying. There was no doubt of its identi- 
ty. Beneath it was the missing revolver. 
Two chambers were empty, where all had 
been loaded when the revolver was taken 
krom the house. 


CASTLES COMMITTED FOR TRIAL. 


No Sympathy Shown by the Magistrate 
and They Are Beund Over to 
the General Sessions.

London, Oct. 20.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—Newton, the great 
Marlborough street magistrate, was stern in 
dealing with the Castle case today. A lot 
of new evidence was put in and Charles 
Matthews for the defense suggested that the 
case be sent to the Central Criminal Court 
and a delay be made for friends to come from 
San Francisco. 

Newton said in substance: What can 
people away out there do in this case?“ 

Matthews hinted at important medical 
evidence. 

O,“ said Newton, I shan’t depart from 
custom. I send these shoplifting cases to the 
Sessions and shall do so with this case, with 
the same ball, 440, 000.“ ü 

At noon the tiny little court-room was 
cleared of the riffraff of the streets and 
the police ushered in the swagger contingent 
of the Castle case, consisting of smartly 
dressed West End saleswomen, stout shop- 
keepers, Jewish bondsmen and lawyers, with 
a cloud of detectives; idlers, and others. 
The lawyers sat in a bunch at one side of 
the court-room. Horace Avery, for the gov- 
ernment, Charles Matthews, and two of the 
firm of Abrahams Bros. 

Presently Mr. and Mrs. Castle were led 
into the-iron-railed dock in the center -of 
the room. She made a stunning appearance, 
wearing a very light brown tailor-made 
suit, a pretty Parisian bonnet with yellow 
and purple flowers, masculine collar and 
cuffs, and a white lawn bowknot at her 
throat. Both were well gloved, he wearing 
a new blue frock coat, striped trousers, and 
high hat. This time she made no pretense 
of crying, but her face was as ghastly white 
as the face of a corpse. 

Schwerzl, furrier in Great Portland street, 
testified that both prisoners, came to his 
shop asking for chinchilla capes. The wom- 
an came alone the next day. The boy fol- 
lowed her in. 

The witness did not say woman,“ but 
followed the unpleasant English custom and 
always spoke of her as the female pris- 
oner. The Judge, Clerk, lawyers, police, 
and witnesses all used the customary ex- 
pression the female prisoner.’’ 

Mrs. Castle, for whom a bench had been 
provided in the dock, fell backward against 
the rail, threw her chin up, and seemed 
about to faint. A rough-looking jailer, 
whose heart is as tender as a girl’s, whipped 
out a bottle of smelling salts and applied it 
to her nose.

People who have a desire for peace and 
good will say it perhaps will be the better 
way to treat both sides alike by refusing 
the Popocrats a permit and canceling the 
permit already granted to the Working- 
men’s Republican clubs. This doubtless 
would settle the question to the satisfaction 
of the silverites. | 

H. H. Kohisaat appeared on the scene 
of hostilities by proxy yesterday, and in a 
telegram to Chief Badenoch from Cleve- 
land urged him to revoke the Republican 
per it in the interest of peace and good 
will.

CELEBRATION AT PRINCETON BECINS, 


Town Is Crowded with People in At- 
tendance at the Sesquicentennial— 
Dr. Patton’s Opening Sermon. 


Princeton, N. J., Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
Princeton’s sesquicentennial celebration 
opened in a most auspicious manner this 
morning, and all indications point to its being 
a great success in every respect. The town 
is full to overflowing with alumni, delegates, 
and friends of the college. Every room in 
town is taken and many of the visitors are 
compelled to seek as far as Trenton for hotel 
accommodations. 

The religious services in Alexander Hall 
this morning opened the three days’ celebra- 
tion, Promptly at 11 o’clock the academic 
procession, headed by President Patton and 
the trustees, marched into the beautiful Col- 
lege Graduation Hall, which was tastefully 
decorated with flags, class banners, and the 
college colors. The delegates followed im- 
mediately behind the trustees and the facul- 
ty brought up the rear. They presented an 
impressive and long-to-be-remembered sight 
as they filed slowly down the center aisle 
with their multi-colored gowns. Every seat 
in the large building was taken when the ex- 
ercises ‘were opened by prayer by Prof. 
Fisher, Dean of the Divinity School of Yale 
University. “‘ Veni Creator Spiritus was 
then sung by a choir of alumni, after which 
the sermon was delivered by President Pat- 
ton. He chose his text from Cor. ili, 11. 

President Patton said in part: 

Princeton shares with her older sisters, 
Harvard and Yale, the distinction shared in 
equal degree by no other institution of being 
a large factor in the making of the Nation. 
Of the part that Princeton played in the 
’ revolutionary struggle; of President Wither- 
spoon, who signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence; of the Princeton men, and particu- 
larly of Madison and Patterson and Oliver 
Ellsworth, who helped to make the Consti- 
tution of the United States; of the meeting 
of the Continental Congress in this place, 
and under the roof of Nassan Hall, you will 
in all probability be told by another speaker 
on a later occasion, It is enough for me, 
having mentioned these names in connection 
with’ the political history of the country, 
to add to them the names of Henry and Guyot 
in science, of Jonathan Edwards and James 
McCosh in philosophy, of the Alexanders 
and the Hodges in theology, and then ask if I 
am making an empty boast when I say that 
Princeton has won for herself a conspicuous 
place in the intellectual history of America. 

„Our history, as I cannot help believing, 
is also a prophecy. There has been ampie 
time in that history for the line of tendency 
along which we are likely to develop to re- 
veal itself. For there is an analogy between 
the history of an institution and the growth 
of an organism, and growth is recalcitrant 
to interference from without. | 

“We have our own ideas of education, 
which are in part the result of our experi- 
ence, and in part, perhaps, an expression of 
our conservatism. We give large place in 
our curriculum to contemporaneous knowl - 
edge, but we are unwilling to part with our 
heritage of Hellenic culture. We believe in 
a specialization, but we also believe that the 
student makes a mistake when in his haste 
to win his spurs in some narrow field of in- 
quiry he foregoes the advantages of a broad 
general education. 

This afternoon a reception was given to 
the delegates in Alexander Hall. The Rev. 
Dr. Duffield delivered the address of wel- 
come. President Eliot of Harvard Univer- 
sity responded in behalf of American uni- 
versities and learned societies, and Prof. J. 
J. Thomson of Cambridge University in be- 
half of foreign universities and learned so- 


cieties.

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THE DOUBTFUL STATE OF KENTUCKY. 

In 1892 Kentucky cast 175,461 votes for 
Cleveland, 135,441 for Harrison, 23,500 for 
the Populist, Weaver, and 6,442 for the 
Prohibitionist, Bidwell. 1f Bryan stood on 
and believed in a platform like the one which 
Cleveland ran on the Electoral vote of Ken- 
tucky would, be conceded to him. 

The Republicans would admit that he was 
going to carry it, though by a reduced ma- 
jority. For Kentucky became a Democratic 
State prior to the war, and has been obsti- 
nately Democratic ever since, with the ex- 
ception of last year. The majority of the 
voters have been in favor of free trade, and 
it is not likely that the disastrous tariff 
legislation of 1894 would be enough, 
of itself, to give the Republicans the State. 

But the silver question has done what no 
other question could, and has made this old 
Democratic citadel a doubtful State, Last 
year the sound money Republican candidate 


Democratic opponent, a free silver man on 
a sound money platform, got 163,524. The 
Populist got 16,913, and the Prohibitionist 
4,186. 

This year, however, the free silver forces 
are united. The Popocrats and Populists 
have fused, and on the basis of last year’s 
vote will be able to give Bryan more votes 
than can be cast for McKinley. The fusion- 
ists assert that many silver Republicans 
will cooperate with them and swell their 
vote, There may be some, though not as 
many as are claimed. 

Their loss cannot harm the Republicans 
as much as the defection of the sound 
money Democrats will injure Bryan. His 
managers admit they are 30,000 strong. It 
is asserted, on the other side, that there are 
40,000 of them. There is a dispute also as 
to how many of those men—be their number 
80,000 or 40,000—voted for Bradley, the 
Republican, last year. The Popocrats say’ 
20,000 did so. The other side puts the num- 
ber at 10,000, 

ven if the Bryan estimates are correct, 
McKinley can carry the State against the 
fusionists provided he gets the votes of all 
the sound money Democrats, and gets also 
half of the increase in this year’s vote over 
that of 1895. But the sound money forces 
are divided. Some of the members of the 
Democratic contingent are going to vote for 
Palmer. How many are going to do so can- 
not be told till the votes have been counted. 

It will be seen that there is room for an 
honest difference ef opinion as to how the 
State will go. There is to be a greatly in- 
creased vote and each side has ruasons for 
claiming that it will be the beneficiary. 
Then there is this uncertainty about the 
strength of the sound money Democrats 
and their distribution of their votes. 

But, on the whole, the chances incline 
slightly toward the Republicans. Their 
leaders and their papers have feught ably 
and indefatigably for sound money. The 
most prominent Democrats of the State and 
journals like the Courier-Journal and Times 
have labored alongside of them. The in- 
tellect of the State has been enlisted on the 
side of honest money. 

Then the undercurrent is running in favor 
of McKinley this year, as it ran in favor of 
Cleveland four years ago. The prevalence 
of a belief that a particular candidate will 
win influences strongly the uncertain voters 
who feel themselves most comfortable when 
they are with the majority. There is a 
feeling that MclINinley is to be elected, 
Therefore, where there is a doubt as to the 
result in any State or county, the chances 
are that the doubt will be settled in his 

avor—even in Kentucky. 
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WHEN WILL BRYAN ANSWER? 
While Bryan has been rushing through 
the country, preaching his gospel of hatred 
and robbery, men have gone on transacting 
business, though with some timidity and on 
a limited scale. 
The bank statements show that millions 


| have been borrowed since Bryan set out on 


his crusade, All the money borrowed since 
August has been gold standard money, 
Every dollar of it, according to Bryan and 
Altgeld, was worth 200 cents, and therefore 
could be used by the borrower in the pur- 
chase of 200 cents’ worth of commodities. 

Since August manufacturers and mer- 
chants have been selling goods—theugh not 

as extensively as usual. Many of those 
goods are not to be paid for until next month 
or month afternext. The price set on those 
goods was a gold standard price. The pur- 
chasers agreed to pay dollars which Bryan 
alleges are worth 200 cents apiece. If so, 
they agreed to pay a smaller number of dol- 
lars than they would have been charged 
had the dollars been worth only 100 cents 
apiece. 

Since August some money, though not as 
much as usual, has been deposited in say- 
ings banks by workingmen. Among those 
depositors are men whom Bryan has ad- 
dressed and has urged to vote for him and 
help “ exterminate the gold standaml.” The 
dollars deposited by these men were what 
Bryan calls 200-cent dollars. If so, they 
were fairly earned, 200 cents’ worth of 
labor having been given in exchange for 
each of them. 

There have been some farms and town 
lots sold since August, to be paid for on 
time. In every instance the price was a 
gold standard price, based on the present 
value of the dollar. If that value had been 
less the price set on the property would 
have been higher. i man who sold for 
$10,000, to be paid in What Bryan calls 200- 
cent dollars, would have asked $20,000 if 
he had expected to get his money in 100-cent 
dollars. 

Now why shonld the men who during the 
last three months have loaned or deposited 
dollars which Bryan says are worth 200 
cents apiece, or have sold goods or Jands for 
a lower price because they expected to re- 
ceive dollars worth what Bryan asserts the 
present dollars are, be forced to accept dol- 
lars which Bryan claims will be worth only 
half that much? 

The savings banks, the borrowers from 
the banks, the purchasers of goods and 
lands are not bankrupts. They are able to 
pay 100 cents on the dollar. Why, then, 
should their creditors be compelled to settle 
with them on a 50-cent basis? 

What crime have the lenders, depositors, 
and sellers committed that their debtors 
should be relieved of half their indebted- 
ness, the ereditor receiving no compensa- 
tion whatever? The workingmen who de- 
posited what Bryan calls a 200-cent dollar 
should not be punished for having saved it 
by forefeiting halt its value.

What meritoripus act has the debtor com- 
mitted or what calamity has befallen him 
that he should be relieved of half his debt 
at the expense of a creditor who has com- 
mitted no crime? 

Bryan will spend four days in this city. 
He will be wagging his tongue all the time, 
Cannot he use ten minutes in explaining to 
Chicago workingmen why the dollars they 
are now depositing in savings banks should 
be transformed into dollars which will buy 
only half as much? If he will not do this, 
how can he expect to receive any working- 
men's votes? 


WHY CALIFORNIA I8 CALLED DOUBTFUL 

In 1892 California gave Harrison 118,027 
votes, Cleveland 118,174 votes, and Bidwell, 
the Prohibitionist, 8,096 votes, and Weaver, 
the Fiatist, 25,311. It was evident that the 
Populists held the balance of power in a 
State which had previously been Repub- 
lienn. 
In 1893 the Demoerats, under the leader- 
ship of the San Francisco Examiner, in- 
dorsed the free silver heresy in the hope of 
catching the Popalists. The Republicans 
with the San Francisco Chronicle at their 
head were weak enough to pursue the same 
path for the same purpose. 

A year later the State election was held. 
The Republican candidate for Governor 
was defeated because of his connection with 
an extremely unpopular railroad. The other 
Republican candidates were successful. 
They received about-120,000 votes to 98,000 
for their Democratic opponents, and 50,000 
for the People’s party ticket. That organ- 
ization had increased its vote, and still held 
the balance of power. 

Both Republicans and Democrats con- 
tinued to shout for free silver, although 
neither of them had gained any votés by 
doing so. The Republicans sent a delega- 
tion to St. Louis which favored McKinley’s 
nomination, while opposed to the platform 
he stands on. 

While the delegates fought the adoption 
of a sound money platform, none of them 
bolted. But they sulked after their return 
and the Republican canvass in California 
has not been carried on with that heartiness 
and enthusiasm which are generally so 
essential to victory. 

The Bryanites and the Populists have 
fused. Therefore, on the basis of the vote of 
two years ago, they ought to carry the State. 
It so happens, however, fortunately for the 
Republicans, that in rural districts, where 
free silver prevails, there is a very strong 
tariff sentiment. 

The Wilson-Gorman law hurt the wool- 
raisers and the men who grow sugar beets. 
The profits of the cultivators of fryit were 
taken away when the duties on’ oranges, 
lemons, raisins, etc., were so reduced as to 
subject them to disastrous competition, 

The fact that Democratic tariff legisla- 
tion has hurt about every agricultural inter- 
est in the State may pull the Republican 
ticket through, but there ought to have been 
no question as to its success, even without 
this. 

For California has nothing in common with 
the States where the silver madness rages 
most severely, It is not a producer of that 
metal, like the States immediately east of it. 
Nor is California afflicted with drought like 
the States of the semi-arid regions. 

The deposits in the California savings 
banks last year were 126 millions of dollars. 
Free coinage would take away half the 
value of those deposits. The fact that free 
silver would cost the people of the State 
63 millions in ‘savings deposits alone ought 
to have made them the unwavering oppo- 
nents of the policy which the cranks and 
crooks of the United States are advocating. 

There would have been no controversy 


over the result in California if the leading 


Republican papers had not pursued a course 
which they know was wrong, but which in 
their blindness they thought would win 
them votes. They debauched and weak- 
ened their party. Had they antagonized the 
vicious policy of their opponents, instead of 
trying to outdo them in blindness, the Re- 
publican party would have gained recruits 
and the Bryanites would not be claiming the 
Electoral vote of California as confidently 
as they do now. 

If the Republicans carry the State it will 
not be because of their, local leaders, but 
in spite of them. The latter have displayed 
there one of the most unpleasant peculiari- 
ties of the professional politician—his lack 
of principle and foresight, his inability to 
understand that it always pays in the long 
run to do right and never pays to do wrong, 
and his readiness to do anything in the hope 
of catching votes for the next election. 


CAN THE UNITED STATES GO ALONE? 

So this is a country that can go it alone 
irrespective of other nations? We don’t 
care for either their experience, opinion, or 
business. Let's see. Wheat has risen 
swiftly and steadily in .value the last few 
weeks, until it is now worth a third more 
than it was before the advance began. 
Probably $70,000,000 has been added to the 
total grain value of the country. Who has 
established this advance, and for what rea- 
son? The advanced prices have prevailed 
in Chicago, New York, San Francisco, and 
other centers of trade, clear across the con- 
tinent, but they were created elsewhere, 
London, and Liverpool, and other cities in 
Europe have made the quotations, because 
the vast outside world, looking to them for 
the probable rate, has shown that India and 
Russia, aud even South America, were 
scanty in crop, but as importunate as ever 
in demand for grain, and that it had got to 
come from somewhere at a bigger price. 
Consequently the United States. blessed 
with an ample supply right in sight, has the 
full benefit of that increased price, estab- 
lished by the foreign market, and once more 
we learn that even this supposed biggest and 
best of nations is powerfully influenced by 
the rest of the world. 

If we are ever stupid enough to try to 
maintain a currency of our own at variance 
with the accepted values of other nations 
we shall get a lesson in their power and our 
inabilities quite the reverse of the pleasant 
one we are now having in the wheat market. 
Nations, like individuals, are interdependent. 
We bave three thousand miles of territory 
running right alongside of a foreign coun- 


-try and will be in a pretty mess if we expect 


to do business with half-price dollars across 


the Canadian line. To announce our ability 


to lick the Canucks doesn't mend the 
matter, for, even if well thrashed, they 
might still decline to accept our trash as 
real money, while there would still remain 


the buge outside world which even the 
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merry silyer men micht hesitate to try to 
whip into our ways of thinking.

' ALTGELD AND DEBS. 

The letter of Mr. Z. 8. Holbrook, with its 
deadly parallel, which was printed in yes- 
terday’s Tripuns, convicts Altgeld of an 
attempt to belittle the great riots of 1894, 
und to make the people of thir country be- 
lieve they were an unimportant incident in 
the labor agitation and violence inaugurated 
by Debs at that time. Altgeld in his Cooper 


significant uprisings, with which the State 
was entirely able to cope. Debs, however, 
in his letter to the railway managers, writ- 
ten in July, 1894, while the strike was on— 
and who knows better than Debs said: 
„This is not a strike, but an evolutionary 
revolution, involving all public interests, 
menacing the public welfare, and threaten- 
ing the public peace.” r 

The people will believe Debs in this mat - 
ter rather than Altgeld, for Debs was at 
the head of the agitation, absolutely direct- 
ing it, and Altgeld was in sympathy with 
him, not moving to prevent violence until he 
was compelled to do so, That Altgeld de- 
liberately misstated the facts in his speech 
as to the delays of the mails also is shown 
by the testimony of the postoflice officials 
themselves. Altgeld went to them for the 
facts while he was preparing his speech 
and then deliberately perverted them before 
his Cooper Union audience. He gave his 
heareis garbled information, well knowing 
that if it had not been for Uncle Sam's serv- 
ants and soldiers the mails could not have 
been moved at all, 4 

But whether Debs did much or did little 
matters not. The principle is just the same. 
Debs defied the authority of the United 
States to protect its own property and exer- 
cise its rights, and Altgeld justified and up- 
held him in his contumacy and in his evo- 
lutionary revolution” as long as he dared. 
The facts of this revolution remain un- 
questioned. They are fixed by Debs him- 
self and Altgeld cannot belittle them. The 
most remarkable feature of it all is the 
singular lenieucy with which the leader of 
the revolution was treated. Had An- 
drew Jackson been President he would have 
‘made quick work with the conspirators 
against national authority, and Debs and 
Altgeld would have been the first to feel the 
government's strong arm. 


BRYAN’S DRAMATIC DENIAL. 

It is to be regretted that Mr. William 
Jennings Bryan has seen fit to deny that he 
ever applied for the position of dramatic 
press agent, that he ever appeared upon the 
stage, and that he ever set about to prepare 
himself for the histrionic career. The evi- 
dence on the other side is very clear and 
positive, but while courtesy compels us to 
accept, Mr, Bryan's negative statemeut, it 
cannot remove the regret that he has denied 
it. Whether for tragedy, comedy, or tragic- 
comedy, for farce, vaudeville, light opera, or 
ring acts Mr. Bryan has proved himself emi- 
nently fitted. As the recognized leader ofa 
gifted party of barn-stormers he would 
prove a howling success. As a lightning 
change artist he would be the pet of every 
roof garden, It is somewhat remarkable, 
therefore, that Mr. Bryan should take the 
pains to deny with such a show of acrimony 
and personal resentment a statement that 
at one time he contemplated adopting a pro- 
fession which is most honorable, as witness 
those who have belonged to it from Shaks- 
peare down to Mr. Jefferson, and for which 
he has displayed gifts during his present 
circuit of night stands and daily matinées 
at remarkably cheap rates, which few ip the 
profession he now spurns have ed, 
It will hardly be claimed by any of Mr.

Thig great rise in wheat is due wholly toa 
diminished supply in the world. India and 
Australia, for example, instead of exporting 
large quantities of wheat to England from 
their surplus, are now obliged to import 
wheat to make up for the deficiencies caused 
by the failure of their crops. 

CLoolly Ignored It. 

Bryan would say never a word about that. 
He continually inveighed against the rich 
and talked likea red-handed Anarchist, The 
wheat farmers of Minnesota and the tw 
Dakotas are mightily pleased over the ad- 
vance in wheat, and the rise has become a 
political factor in these three States.

doubtedly saved the farmers of the North- 
west millions of dollars which they would 
have lost if they had hurried their wheat to 
the markets to meet their pressing neces- 
sities. Most of them held back their wheat 
till the price reached nearly 80 cents, and 
since then the increasing quantities coming 
into the elevators hereabouts show that they. 
are gradually parting with it at the advanc- 
ing prices. Never mind that, however. 
President Hill, according to Bryan and bis 
bandittl, is one of the upper classes,“ and 
is therefore a most terrible person. 


Debs te Fellow Bryan. 


Bryan is to be followed by the professional 
rioter, Debs, who is to traverse the same 
ground as that of Bryan. Debs is to roar in 
St. Paul, to shout in Minneapolis, and to 
howl in Duluth.

Mr. Perry had officiated in nearly every ca- 
pacity connected with the city government.

He 
was also Commissidner of Public Works, 
Warden of the smallpox hospital, Captain of 
Police, Sergeant, and patrolman. Mr. Perry 
came to Chicago in 1833, and since that he 
has resided here continuously. For some 
reason Perry never was pensioned. He 
made application often, but a pension always 
was denied him. When he became old and 
weak he was placed in charge of the cooking 
department at the Desplaines Street Police 
Station. 

The Police Department will have charge 
of the funeral, which will be held at the 
home of Mr. Perry’s daughter tomorrow 
morning.

Gustav Chumatafsky, professor of music 
and teacher of foreign languages, was as- 
saulted and robbed in an alley near the cor- 
ner of Clinton and ashington streets at 
an early hour yesterday morning.

The Commissioner of Health referred to by 
Dr. Reilly was Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds. 
That official’s attention was called to the 
matter by a druggist, who reported by letter 
that he noticed “a cumulative appetite de- 
veloped in some persons using the same, 
while in one instance a graduate from the 
Keeley institute again lapsed into inebriety 
from the same cause.“ Dr. Reynolds’ official 
utterance in this connection was as follows: 


Condemned by the Commissioner. 

“Dear Sir: With reference to the sample

B, WYGANT GIYES THR CITY RELICS. 


Tools Used in Constructing the First 
Frame House Built in Chicago Are 
Turned Over to Mayor Swift. 


B. Wygant called on Mayor Swift yester- 
day and gave to the city three relics of the 
early days of Chicago sent from Rockpor® 
Tex., by N. C, Philips, who was a resident 
of this city in 1852. The relics consist of a 
carpenter's square, a whetstone, and a large 
key.

Tue tools will 
be kept in a glass case in a corner of the 
Mayor's: private office. 


MRS. CARR REMEMBERS THE HOSPITALS
